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CARDBOARD - NO 
LONGER CUT OUT 


Recycling turnaround may be on the cards for east Devon

EAST Devon District Council (EDDC) might set up 
cardboard recycling facilities in strategic locations. 

The scheme under consideration is aimed at households, 
but EDDC appears to leave the door open for businesses 
too. 

Cardboard not being accepted for household waste 
recycling collections has proved to be a bit of a 
householders’ bugbear. 

It was the third highest concern when EDDC staged a 
neighbourhood assessment in Colyton only two months 
ago, and there are similar stories from around the district. 
The scheme being considered won’t go all the way as the 


material won’t be included in household recycling 
collections - but EDDC hopes to set up a network of 
cardboard banks for drop-offs in suitable locations. 

EDDC has written to all parish councils in the district. 

The letter was penned by EDDC waste and recycling 
manager Paul Deakin, who wrote: “We are looking at 
methods by which we can offer this service [cardboard 
recycling] and one option is to install banks at various 
locations in the district on sites which we already have. 

“But we feel that there are other sites which parishes may 
wish us to consider and this is the reason for my letter.” 

According to EDDC, Devon County Council can recycle 
cardboard from businesses through its recycling centres in 
Exmouth and Honiton under a pre-paid ticket scheme. 

EDDC does not provide a commercial waste collection 


service as the cost of collection and disposal of 
commercial waste is not included in the business rates. 

When asked if the proposed scheme would be for 
households only, or if commercial cardboard waste would 
be accepted too, an EDDC spokesperson said: “The 
proposed sites will be intended for householders but we 
would expect that there might be some trade use also.” 

The spokesperson added: “The letter was sent out to 
gauge which parishes might be interested in having a site 
and asking for suggestions as to where it could be located 
- although there is no guarantee that every suggestion will 
be taken up. 

“The timing of any start is still unknown as we have to 
hold further discussions with a contractor and set up the 
agreed sites.”

Town to send 
letter to EDDC 

AXMINSTER Town Council has 
confirmed that it will send a pre¬ 
application letter to East Devon 
District Council (EDDC) in 
connection with planning 
approval given to Axminster 
Carpets. 

As previously reported, the town 
concil could seek a judicial review of 
EDDC’s decision to grant Axminster 
Carpets outline planning permission 
for up to 400 dwellings and up to 
12,000 sq ft of employment space at 
Cloakham Lawn. 

A judicial review can be described 
as a legal process to challenge the 
lawfulness of a decision made by a 
public authority. 

The pre-application letter is a first 
step towards a judicial review and the 
town council will wait to see what 
EDDC’s response is before deciding 
what to do next. 

When the town council met on 
Monday, May 16th, it was explained 
that costs associated with the pre¬ 
application letter would not exceed 
£ 2 , 000 . 

Deputy mayor Jeremy Walden, 
who chaired this agenda item as 
mayor Andrew Moulding had 
declared an interest, said that the 
town council was immune from 
compensation claims should 
Axminster Carpets lose out as a 
result of the town council challenge. 

The deputy mayor said that the 
town council’s action is against 
EDDC’s planning process and not 
against Axminster Carpets. 

Councillor Susan Spiller asked it 
be minuted that the concern had been 
raised.

A SKI company based near 
Colyton is being investigated by 
Devon and Cornwall Police for 
alleged fraud. 

As previously reported in Pulman’s 
View, school skiing trips organised by 
Skiing Europe, based at Ball Lane, 
Farway, had to be cancelled because 
of fears that transport and 
acco mm odation plans had not been 
finalised. 

A police spokesman confirmed the 
investigation and said: “Police are 
following a complaint received (and 
are) investigating Skiing Europe. The 
investigation is at an early stage and 
officers are also liaising with other 
forces throughout the country as well 
as trading standards.” 

Skiing Europe organises ski trips to 
Austria, France, Italy, Switzerland 
and Canada. 

The Skiing Europe website stated: 
“We are an expert team comprising 
expert and British Association of 
Snowsport Instructors qualified ski 
instructors, administrators of vast 


experience and a team of ski advisers 
whose experience stretches back 40 
years. 

“We have been involved in 
organising ski holidays for more than 
100,000 people. 

“Our policy is simple. We want our 
guests to have the best possible 
holiday and return to us for their 
skiing year after year. To this end we 
make careful arrangements before 
your departure to ensure this will 
happen.” 

However, the company website now 
seems to have been taken offline. 

In April school pupils in Dorset 
were left disappointed after trips had 
to be cancelled and in February a trip 
organised for Tavistock College was 
cancelled. 

In a statement to this newspaper 
Chris Raynard, director of Skiing 
Europe, speaking about the alleged 
fraud investigation, said: “We have 
not been contacted, have done nothing 
to warrant this, but are, however, 
initiating action against those 
responsible for the situation.” 

Devon Trading Standards has said it 
is monitoring the situation.

£1,100 RAISED FOR BBC RADIO CHARITY APPEAL 


FIVE members of Colyton 
Parish Council have been 
cleared of allegations that they 
failed to comply with the 
authority’s code of conduct. 

East Devon District Council 
(EDDC) has announced that its 
Standards Committee has accepted 
the investigating officer’s findings. 

The findings were that parish 
councillors Andrew Parr, Colin 
Pady, Alan Davis, Caroline Collier 
and Bob Collier had not failed to 
comply with the code of conduct as 
alleged. 

The allegations related to 
paragraphs regarding; failing to 
treat others with respect; bullying; 
intimidating or attempting to 
intimidate a person involved in an 
allegation made against the 
councillors; bringing an office or 
authority into disrepute. 

The allegations were made in 
relation to the nomination of 
Eeoffees in 2007 and 2008, and 
through conduct in meetings last 
year on May 10 and 24th and on 
June 14 th and July 15th. 

EDDC also announced that its 
Standards Committee has accepted 
a finding that councillor Bob 
Collier had not failed to comply 
with the parish council’s code of 
conduct in relation to allegations of 


failing to treat others with respect; 
bullying; intimidating or attempting 
to intimidate a person involved in 
an allegation made against the 
councillors. 

These allegations were in relation 
to “interaction with another 
councillor” at a meeting of the 
parish council on September 13th 
last year. 

EDDC made the announcements 
by way of a public notice in the 
press. 

There is no Standards Committee 
agenda and no minutes on EDDC’s 
online committee meeting schedule 
facility that provide further details 
about these investigations. 

An EDDC spokesperson said: “In 
the case of the two public notices 
already published, we do not wish 
to add to the information contained 
in the notices.” 

The cases described are separate 
to the one reported in our Seaton 
and Colyton editions of May 17th, 
involving parish councillor Bob 
Collier and trustees of Reece 
Strawbridge Youth Centre. 

The trustees are alleging that he 
made untrue remarks about the 
centre to Devon County Council 
leader John Hart during a function 
in Seaton last year. 

That matter has not been 
concluded.

Locals delight in tale 
of ‘Malherbe’ name 


THE Feniton History Group and 
Feniton Church hosted a talk on 
the Malherbe family on May 6th. 

This family held the Manor of 
Feniton from 1146 until 1555. At one 
time the village was known as 
Finneton Malherbe. 

The speaker was Professor Gordon 
Reeves, who after retirement from a 
career in medicine, took up 
researching the Malherbes as a 
hobby. 

The illustrated talk entitled Arise 


Noble Weed explained the family’s 
origins in France, the place names 
found in France and Britain which 
had taken the family name, the 
researching of very old Latin 
documents to find the details of the 
early family in Devon, not helped by 
three generations of William 
Malherbes each marrying a wife by 
the name of Joan. 

The description of the family was 
followed by a compilation of the 
various coats of arms used by the 
bearers of the name. 


Feniton and Payhembury churches 
both have pillars on which have the 
coat of arms of nettles are carved. 

Professor Reeves went on to tell us 
about the other uses of the name, 
malherbes being ‘bad weeds’ like the 
nettle and leadwort and club moss. 

Some malherbes were used as dyes 
like mallow, woad and weld. Also he 
mentioned the word malady. 

Today the name is used by a vine 
yard, there are poets, artists and a 
haulage company. 

Professor Reeves, accompanied by 


his wife, was thanked by David 
Fanning who presented a Honiton 
Lace paperweight to the couple. 

It was a very interesting evening 
and to have a talk on a medieval 
family in a medieval church was 
perfect. 

The re-ordering of Feniton Church 
has provided the community with a 
versatile venue. 

Thank you to all who helped make 
the evening such a success, the sum 
of £146 was raised for Feniton 
Church.

A CAMPAIGN to make 
Axminster blossom despite 
budget cuts has been launched by 
Axminster Town Council. 

There is a strong possibility that 
flower beds traditionally maintained 
by East Devon District Council 
(EDDC) will be empty this su mm er. 

But town councillors decided to 
have one last throw of the dice when 
they met on Monday, May 16th. 

New Axminster mayor Andrew 
Moulding has since told Pulman’s 
View that the flower beds are 
“absolutely vital to the appearance of 
the town”. 

He added: “We don’t want to see the 
areas grassed over.” 

Town councillors have issued an 
appeal for physical and financial 
assistance from residents, clubs and 
other organisations. 

It was explained during the meeting 
that budget cuts at EDDC hit the 
flower bed budget full on, which 
means there will be no plants or 
planting provided by the authority. 

The cuts were announced before last 
summer, but the plants for that year 
had already been paid for and local 
organisations helped with planting. 


Early attempts to find sponsorship 
for this year have been unsuccessful 
and were described as “like hitting a 
brick wall”. 

But another attempt is being made, 
so the town council would love to 
hear from individuals or organisations 
willing to donate plants or money - or 
help out as volunteers with the actual 
planting. 

Mayor Moulding said: “I am very 
much hoping there will be donations, 
and if there is a shortfall I’d be more 
than likely to make it up from the 
county council locality budget.” 

Mayor Moulding is also a county 
councillor and gets a certain amount 
of money to spend on certain projects 
in his ward. 

He estimates that the total cost of 
plants will come to several hundred 
pounds. 

The campaign got off to a promising 
start as town councillor Douglas Hull 
offered to give lavender bushes to the 
project.

or roe tawn aeer 

I’VE just been emailed three charming 
photographs, taken within the past few days and 
showing a very young roe fawn, probably no 
more than a couple of days old, curled up in long 
grass. 

However, in two of the prints a small boy, himself no 
more than four, is happily stroking the little deer. I have 
no doubt that the photographer and, presumably his or 
her son, came upon the fawn by chance and perhaps 
even thought it was abandoned. 

However, I have little doubt that the anxious mother 
was within 50 yards and, hopefully, the youngster was 
left alone and not “rescued”. This, sadly, is the fate of 
a number of roe fawns at this time of the year. Well- 
meaning folk, thinking that the pretty little spotted 
Bambi-like creature has been abandoned by its mother, 
take it to the nearest RSPCA centre in the mistaken 
belief that they have saved it from a lingering death. 
Nothing could be further from the truth. Roe fawns 
should always be left alone and never even touched. A 
mother will usually return to her offspring, even if it has 
been tainted by human scent, and one can be certain 
that she is within the vicinity. Most does will have 
twins, but these will nearly always be hidden in 
different locations and are rarely found together. 

The fawning period ranges from early April to early 
June, with the majority of roe fawns appearing before 
the end of May. It is an unfortunate fact that the 
majority of does choose to have their fawns, usually 
twins, in long grass, or at least to hide them there, for 
the first few days. This is a time when many fawns are 
killed as the first cut of silage is taken. However, the 
majority are destroyed in the north and Scotland, 
whereas in the south the first cut is usually taken before 
fawning begins, and the second when the young deer 
are reasonably mobile. 

Over the years a number of ideas to try and reduce the 
mortality amongst fawns while grass-cutting have been 
tried, including attaching a flushing bar to the tractor. 
This worked but only if the modern vehicle’s speed was 
reduced to around 5mph from ITmph. Chasing does 
from fields about to be cut, installing flashing lights at 
night or placing white flags round a field two days 
before the mower moved in, were all discovered to be 
too labour-intensive and the only real answer is for co¬ 
operation between farmer and deer manager or stalker, 
allowing the latter to try and make sure there are no 
fawns in a field about to be cut. Again, this is incredibly 
difficult as the deer is very small and remains 
unmoving. 

New born fawns are also very vulnerable to predation 
by foxes, while the weather can also play a part for an 
inexperienced doe may fail to lick her fawn dry 
immediately after birth which, in cold or wet 
conditions, can quickly lead to death. 

In addition, another peril is walkers with dogs which, 
allowed to free-range instead of being kept at heel or on 
a lead, may kill or severely injure a fawn. Yet 
considering the many hazards roe face in the modern 
world, from poaching, road accidents, predation, grass- 
cutting to human interference, it is remarkable that this 
handsome little deer thrives and continues to expand its 
range. 

Roe are now wide-spread throughout much of Britain, 
being only absent from the south-east of England and 
parts of the Midlands. Formerly absent from Wales, 
they have now expanded down the M5 corridor and are 
well established in Radnor, while here, in Dorset, 
Devon and Somerset we are fortunate to have a well- 
established population of roe deer which, on the whole, 
are well managed and thriving. 

But please, if you find a roe fawn over the next few 
weeks, leave it alone. Don’t even touch it for you can be 
sure that its mother will be near by, anxiously looking 
on.

aided by his sexy daughter, 
Angelica (Penelope Cruz). 

Pirates Of The Caribbean: On 
Stranger Tides starts off so 
promisingly with a fast-paced 
extended sequence in Fondon, 
which sees Jack escaping from 
the king’s men by riding on the 
roofs of moving horse-drawn 
carriages. 

Once the film takes to the 
water, the plot springs leaks and 
simmering screen chemistry 
between Cruz and Depp 
surprisingly never catches light.

temporary road surfacing methods and fast-setting 
replacement road surfaces. 

This would allow utility companies to carry out more 
work at quieter times and re-open roads during peak traffic 
periods to reduce delays and disruption. 

Funding will be provided equally by the Department for 
Transport (DfT) and Transport for London. 

“Everyone knows how frustrating the delays caused by 
road works can be, which is why we want utilities and 
local authorities to be able to make the most of the 
technology available to help keep disruption to a 
minimum,” said Philip Hammond. 

“This project will investigate how innovative 
engineering can provide greater flexibility and allow more 
road works to be carried out at times when the travelling 
public will be least inconvenienced,” he added. 

It has also been confirmed that work is progressing at the 
DfT on drafting regulations for a lane rental scheme which 
would incentivise utilities and other companies to carry 
out road works during the less busy periods of the day. 

If approved regulations could be in place by the end of 
the year.

IT was the worst kept secret in rallying. Would 
Mini, a brand steeped in history and rejuvenated by 
BMW, return to the world stage? After three days 
pounding around Sardinia it’s clear that Mini is 
most definitely back. 

It wasn't the smoothest of experiences for the team but, 
as any watcher of mo tor sport will tell you, rallying is not 
a forgiving sport. Still, stages were completed, 
impressions made and the seeds of an even bigger Mini 
adventure have been sown. 

With Mini, or rather BMW, having teamed up with 
Prodrive — a company forever linked with Colin McRae, 
the Subaru Impreza and success — the key ingredients are 
present. Overseen by team principle David Richards, the 
immaculately presented workshop areas in the service 
park and the predictably lifestyle-themed hospitality unit, 
bear the hallmarks of a significant financial commitment. 

There’s no sign of money being spent recklessly, though. 
The car — what else but a countryman — has thousands 
of miles of testing under its belt. Expectations were high 
ahead of its Sardinian debut, however only six of the 2011 
championship’s 13 rounds will be contested. The team is 
focused more on 2012 and 2013, and targeting event and 
championship-wining pace respectively. 

No pressure on the drivers, then. Brit Kris Meeke will be 
a name familiar to anyone who followed Peugeot’s 
fortunes in the Intercontinental Rally Challenge (IRC), 
while Dani Sordo was most recently number two at 
Citroen alongside world champion Sebastian Loeb. 

That’s the team sorted, the car sorted, and the drivers 
sorted. So, what about the rally? Like football it was a 
game of two halves; Dani finished and Kris didn’t — not 
for the want of trying, though. Despite the testing, throttle 
problems curtailed Meeke’s run early on day one. As per 
the rules, he restated on the Saturday but more problems 
forced him out and it was decided on Sunday not to run but 
concentrate on preserving the car and fixing the issues for 
the next out outing 

That’s the harsh reality of rallying. All things 
considered, Meeke remained in good spirits even if the 
time spent behind the wheel was minimal. He proved that 
the car was quick, something Prodrive has been quietly 
confident about since the start. 

From posting seventh fastest time on the event’s first 
stage, Meeke went third fastest on the second test. His 
grasp of overall fourth place was brief, as mechanical 
issues halted his progress. It was a similar story on day 
two, but Meeke’s efforts have surprised and encouraged in 
equal measure. 

Sordo netted sixth place, which is an impressive 
achievement, and secured the team's first finish of the 
season. His measured approach ensured success; while 
Citroen’s Petter Solberg and Ford’s Mikko Hirvonen were 
flat out battling for second place, he got the job done. 

Reflecting after the event, Meeke commented: “We said 
before the rally we wanted to see the speed of the car and 
we showed we have entered at a very good level in terms 
of speed. I have had a minor technical glitch and it 
appeared on both days and we didn’t want to take the risk 
running again today. Everyone is very positive so we just 
have to take it from here and go forward.” 

It’s early days; nobody was expecting event-winning 
pace out of the box, yet the cars have proven fast enough 
to challenge for top positions. It’s a view shared by team 
principal, David Richards, who said: “I think we have 
shown the performance of the car. We have proved what 
we can do and I think it has set the mark and set the 
standard. I wish Kris could have carried on the way he was 
in the early stages. 

“If he had carried on like that I think we would have 
been in a very strong position, but that is life, this is testing 
and we are learning as we go along. All signs are really 
encouraging and we have no real reliability problems at all 
that we are concerned about. We have to take a lot of 
positives from the event.” 

Loeb might have won in Sardinia, his 64th career win, 
but as Mini continues to improve Citroen and Ford can 
expect to work harder for those podium positions. And 
with Volkswagen announcing entering in 2013 with the 
Polo, the championship is shaping up to deliver 
excitement and drama in spades.
